Make sure the camera is turned off (i.e. the lens barrier is closed and the monitor if 
turned off). 




While pressing the lock button on the battery 
compartment cover, slide the cover in the 
direction of the arrow (<) printed on it.

Insert the batteries in 
the direction shown in 
the illustration. 

• CR-V3 lithium 
battery packs 
cannot be charged. 




Close the battery compartment cover, then press it 
down and slide it in the opposite direction of the 
arrow (<) printed on it. 

• When pressing the battery compartment cover 
shut, be sure to press the center of the cover, as it 
may be difficult to close properly by pressing the 
edge. 

• Make sure the cover is completely closed.

| Press OoD (monitor button) 
twice quickly (double-click) 
while in the shooting mode. 

• The monitor turns on and the 
recorded picture appears. 



2 Display the desired pictures 
using the arrow pad. 

• Pictures indicated by £9 are movie 
frames.

Press the shutter button all the way again to stop recording. 

• The card access lamp blinks and the camera starts writing the movie to the card. 

• If you use all the displayed seconds remaining, shooting finishes automatically and 
the camera starts writing the movie to the card.

, Make sure the camera is turned off (i.e. the lens barrier is closed and the monitor 
if turned off).

Guideline 
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Inserting the card 



Insert the card all the way with the contact area facing 
towards the lens side so that the label's edge is aligned 
with the guideline (<) printed on the camera. 

• Insert the card while keeping it straight. Be sure not 
to insert it an angle. 

• Note the orientation of the card. If it is inserted 
incorrectly, it may become jammed. 

• If the card is not inserted fully, the card cover will not 
close. Closing the card cover forcibly will damage the 
card cover. 



Ejecting the card 



Grasp the card and pull in straight out. 




I Close the cover tightly. 



Note: 

• NEVER open the card cover, eject the card, remove the batteries, or disconnect 
the optional AC adapter while the camera is in use or the camera is 
communicating with a computer. Doing so could destroy all data on the card. 





2 To focus on the subject, press the shutter button 
halfway, slowly and gently. 

• When the subject is in focus, the green lamp lights up. 



Green lamp 

4 To start shooting, press the shutter button gently all the way (fully). 

• The green lamp and card access lamp blink and the camera begins storing pictures 
on the card. Never eject the card or remove the battery while the card access lamp 
is blinking. 



To turn off the camera 

• Partially close the lens barrier (about halfway to the lens). Wait until the lens is 
retracted, then close the lens barrier all the way.

| Display the movie frame (picture with £9 ) you want to play back. See 
steps 1 and 2 in "Viewing still pictures". 




c Press ® to start Playback. 

• When playback finishes, the 
screen returns to the beginning 
of the movie. 

• If ® is pressed again when 
the movie playback is finished, 
the MOVIE PLAYBACK screen 
appears. To exit the movie 
playback mode, press AV to 
select EXIT, then press ® . 



2 Press A on the arrow pad to 
select MOVIE PLAY. 

• The card access lamp blinks while 
movie data is accessed.

I Zoom

IBB — i 

Turns the camera on/off. 




Shooting : Zooms in/out. 

Playback : Displays multiple pictures at the same time (Index-display), 

or enlarges pictures (close-up playback). 
Print reserve: Sets trimming size. 



Focuses (half press) or shoots (fully press).

Displays the menu screen or sets 
selected menu items. 
When you press and hold this 
button for more than one second, 
the camera switches to manual 
focus mode. 



Shooting : View subjects while shooting. 
Playback : Displays recorded images. 



Shooting : • Turns the monitor on/off. 

• Press quickly two times to play back the last 
recorded image. 

* When G°D is pressed with the lens barrier closed, the camera turns on 
and enters the playback mode. If pressed again, the camera turns off. 



Shooting 




Activates macro mode or metering mode. 

• A Macro (close-up) shooting 

Wide: 0.1 m - 0.8 m (0.3 ft - 2.6 ft)/Tele: 0.25 m - 0.8 m (0.8 ft - 2.6 ft) 

• LTD Spot metering 

Meters within the AF target on the viewfinder. (Normally, digital ESP is activated. 
Digital ESP meters the center of the subject and the area around it.) 

• A/cn During macro mode shooting, spot metering is activated. 
Prevents pictures from being erased accidentally.

Selects flash modes. (Normally, the flash fires in low-light and 
backlight conditions.) 

<§> Minimizes "red-eye" phenomena. 
^ Always fires. 

% SLOW Adjusts the flash for slow shutter speeds. 

Prevents the flash from firing. 
Erases pictures one-by-one. 



: The camera sets optimal focusing and exposure. 
: Renders in-focus subject against a blurred 

background. 
: Both subject and background are in focus. 
: Suitable for taking pictures of landscapes and other 

outdoor scenes landscape. 

Provides vivid reproduction of blues and greens. 
: Shoots at a slower shutter speed than normal. 
: Enables you to take a picture of yourself while 

holding the camera. 
: Full automatic exposure with one press of the 

shutter button. 
: Sets controls for Aperture-priority auto exposure/ 

Shutter-priority auto exposure/Manual exposure. 
: Activates your customized settings. 
: Records movies. 



Menu : Selects/adjusts the menu functions and items. 

Shooting : Sets aperture/shutter speed/exposure compensation/manual 

focusing values. 
Playback : Selects pictures to be displayed.

Sets self-timer shooting or remote control shooting. 



Changes the drive modes, or sets autobracketing. 



Adjusts the ISO sensitivity. (AUTO/1 00/200/400) 



When the mode dial is set to A/S/M: Exposure mode can be selected 
from A (Aperture priority auto), S (Shutter priority auto), or M (Manual 
mode). 

When the mode dial is set to W$ : Exposure mode can be selected 
from P, A, S or M. 



Adjusts the flash intensity. 



Adjusts the flash for slow shutter speeds. ( % SLOW1/<§> V SLOW/ 
V SLOW2) 



Reduces the electrical noise on images during long exposures. 



Combining the digital zoom with the 2.8x optical zoom, makes 
possible zoom magnification up to approx. 7x (equivalent to 35 mm - 
245 mm on a 35 mm camera). 



Keeps the image in focus at all times without having to press the 
shutter button halfway. 



Allows approx. 4 seconds of sound recording to be attached to a 
picture. 



Allows sound to be recorded while shooting movies. 



Allows panorama pictures to be taken (CAMEDIA Master is required). 



Changes the picture color to BLACK&WHITE, SEPIA or
